Now tho Kings and Princes” have like 
Paſſions, Infirmities, and unruly Affections, 
with other Men; which by the Grace and 
Favour of God may be reſtrain'd, by the 
prevailing Prayers and Supplications of their 
good Subjects, ſo that they may live quietly 
under them in all Godlineſs and Honeſty: 
yet if at any time they ſhould chance to be 
ſorely ' imjur'd or oppreſs'd by them, the 
wicked Magiſtrates and evil Counſellors 
miſt "anſwer for them, whoſe Eyes and 
Hands they are, even according to their 
Demerits. For it is abſolutely neceſſary for 
the publick Good, that Juſtice be admini- 
ſtred; but by no means ſo much as expe- 
dient (that 1 know of) that any one Set 
of Perſons ſhould be continu'd Magiſtrates, 
or Miniſters of State, who miſapply that
